L Jesus, Our KING. Psalm 110:1-3 
A. “The LORD says to my Lord” 
1. Who is this refer to” 
2: JESUS made it clear. Matt 22:42-46 
B. David was inspired by the Holy Spirit. (Mat 22:43)\YHWY spoke to the 


MESSIAH before David. 
C. JESUS is David’s Messiah! 
D. Jesus is eternal! 


E. YHWH’s Plan, all enemies subdued under Jesus feet. (Hebrews 2:14-15) "Since 
the children have flesh and blood, he too shared in their humanity so that by his 
death he might destroy him who holds the power of death—that is, the devil— and 
free those who all their lives were held in slavery by their fear of death." 


F. APPLICATION: We have a KING. We will RULE and reign with Him!

IL. Jesus, Our PRIEST. 110:4 
A. Represents the People. 

1. (1 Peter 3:18) "For Christ died for sins once for all, the righteous for the 
unrighteous, to bring you to God. He was put to death in the body but 
made alive by the Spirit," 

pe (1 Timothy 2:5) "For there is one God and one mediator between God and 
men, the man Christ Jesus," 


B. Intercedes for the people 
1. (Romans 8:34) "Who is he that condemns? Christ Jesus, who died—more 
than that, who was raised to life—is at the right hand of God and is also 
interceding for us." 
2: (Hebrews 7:25) "Therefore he is able to save completely those who come 
to God through him, because he always lives to intercede for them."

Administers the sacrifices 

1. (Ephesians 5:2) "and live a life of love, just as Christ loved us and gave 
himself up for us as a fragrant offering and sacrifice to God." 

2: (Hebrews 7:27) "Unlike the other high priests, he does not need to offer 
sacrifices day after day, first for his own sins, and then for the sins of the 
people. He sacrificed for their sins once for all when he offered himself." 

3. (Hebrews 9:14) "How much more, then, will the blood of Christ, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himself unblemished to God, cleanse 
our consciences from acts that lead to death, so that we may serve the 
living God!" 

4. (Hebrews 9:25) "Nor did he enter heaven to offer himself again and 
again, the way the high priest enters the Most Holy Place every year with 
blood that is not his own."

We are UNITED with Christ 
His VICTORY is OUR VICTORY

His Resurrection is our resurrection. (Romans 6:5) "If we have been united with 

him like this in his death, we will certainly also be united with him in his 

resurrection." 

His holiness is our holiness. (Philippians 3:9) "and be found in him, not having a 

righteousness of my own that comes from the law, but that which is through faith 

in Christ—the righteousness that comes from God and is by faith." 

His power is our power. (2 Corinthians 12:9) "But he said to me, “My grace is 

sufficient for you, for my power is made perfect in weakness.” Therefore I will 

boast all the more gladly about my weaknesses, so that Christ’s power may rest 

on me." 

His mind is our mind. (1 Corinthians 2:16) "“For who has known the mind of 

the Lord that he may instruct him?” But we have the mind of Christ." 

His Father is our Father. (John 17:21) "that all of them may be one, Father, just 

as you are in me and I am in you. May they also be in us so that the world may 

believe that you have sent me." 

His Life is our life. (Colossians 3:4) "When Christ, who is your life, appears, 

then you also will appear with him in glory." 

His Kingdom is our Kingdom. 

l. (Colossians 1:12) "giving thanks to the Father, who has qualified you to 
share in the inheritance of the saints in the kingdom of light." 


2. (Matthew 25:34) "“Then the King will say to those on his right, ‘Come, 
you who are blessed by my Father; take your inheritance, the kingdom 
prepared for you since the creation of the world." 


(Romans 8:17) "Now if we are children, then we are heirs—heirs of God and co-heirs with 
Christ, if indeed we share in his sufferings in order that we may also share in his glory."
